Bridges has long been under in­ 
quiry by the labor department on 
charges that he is a Communist 
and, as a non-naturalized Austral­ 
ian-born alien, subject to deporta­ 
tion. 
He is west coast director of 
the Congress of Industrial Organi­ 
zations. 
Action in the Bridges case had 
been held up pending Supreme 
Court action on a deportation case 
against J oseph George Strecker, 
Australian-born 
n o n-naturalized 
one-time Communist. 
The court 
held Strecker not liable to depor­ 
tation.

the Strecker decision but that she

Canadian Defense Minister Ian 
MacKenzie at Ottawa announced 
he could neither deny or confirm 
such rumors, but that he would 
advise the House of

later today of developments in 
the search for the submarine. 
Guard Harbor 
A naval bomber took off from 
Dartmouth base when 
the fog 
lifted this morning and

Outside the harbor the Mine­

northeast shoreline, while its sis­ 
ter ship, the Fundy, circled the 
harbor entrance. The destroyers

It was reported that naval of­ 
ficials had communicated with the 
British admiralty at London con­ 
cerning the submarine scare.

marine but we are not certain. 
There has been no conclusive evi­ 
dence that it was not. We will 
know' more surely today after the 
skipper of a certain small boat is 
seen. It is believed his ship may 
have been mistaken for a sub­ 
marine.” 
Naval officials were interview­ 
ing the masters of all ships which 
had entered Halifax harbor early 
Wednesday when two harbor pi­ 
lots and the crew of the freight­ 
er Cornerbrook reported that they 
had seen a submarine.

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WORK. OK GET OFF RELIEF 
At a meeting of the various Chambers of Com­ 
merce and County Supervisors and newspapers 
in the Southern part of California at Santa Ana 
on Thursday, the question of work as a substitute 
for relief was discussed. 
Dr. H. Dewey Anderson agreed that if the County 
had a work relief program and those on relief 
refused to accept the jobs, he would tak e them off 
the relief list. 
Supervisor C. L. PreLsk er of Santa Barbara 
County, reported that they had had, in the past, 
considerable difficulty in getting people off relief 
who refused to accept work , but lie reported that 
now those people who had interfered with Dr. An­ 
derson's orders had been removed and the last 
week or two they had been getting 100 per cent 
cooperation with state adm inistration of relief. 
Dr. Anderson pointed out how rapidly the relief 
burden was growing; that if it continued at the 
present rate, instead of 73 million appropriated for 
the biennium, it would tak e 110 million. 
It is very doubtful whether the solution of the 
relief problem is a county, state work relief pro­ 
gram. It would seem that it might only tend to 
fasten people on the work relief sponsored by the 
county rather than go on private work . Mr. Preis- 
k er said that they paid 40 cents an hour on the 
county relief projects in Santa B arbara County. 
I t undoubtedly is true that if the rate is estab­ 
lished at 40 cents an hour in Orange County, in­ 
stead of getting people off the relief, it will have 
a tendency to cause people to get out of private 
jobs, because 40 cents an hour is more than many 
can mak e on other jobs. 
Another obstacle to the relief program is that 
the relief work ers, if they go to private jobs, are 
paid the difference between what the private job 
pays and their customary relief plus a proposed 
10 per cent bonus. This would mean that the 
work ers on relief would be paid the full relief 
amount, no m atter how little work they produced. 
This would have a very great tendency to dis­ 
courage not only relief work ers but those who 
were not on relief. It would have a great tendency 
tc break down the morale. 
It is very evident tha t work relief is not the 
solution, unless it be relief that the individual re­ 
ceives in k ind rather than in money. 
Until the people realize some of the primary 
causes of unemployment, there is not much doubt 
the tax load and the unemployment will continue 
to increase, and the prim ary cause of unemploy­ 
ment is the belief that relief, or artificial made- 
work can be pleasant and agreeable. As long as 
artificial work is provided at artificial prices by 
county or state subdivisions, and as long as re­ 
lief payments are large enough so that those re­ 
ceiving relief jobs have a better living than the 
millions of work ers on the farm are able to se­ 
cure, the relief problem will continue to increase. 
The sooner we face the old theory that “He who 
will not work shall not eat,” the sooner we again 
will have full employment. 
Dr. Anderson seems to think unemployment is 
here to stay. 
There is no reason, for unemployment and the 
nation tha t ex pects to k eep people in idleness 
eventually will become so poor that some nation 
that follows the rule, “he who will not work shall 
not eat,” will tak e over these nations that perm it 
able-bodied men to live without producing w hat 
they consume.

The large volume of traffic that 
would result from the greatly re­ 
duced rates would of course mak e 
necessary heavy ex penditures for 
cars, locomotives, etc. it is recog­ 
nized that the railroads are now in 
no position to attract funds, so it is 
proposed that the Government ac­ 
quire the railroads, and raise the 
necessary funds through the issuance 
of its own securities, ^continuing, 
however, 
private 
operation. 
The 
deficit, if any. resulting from postal­ 
ized rates would thus be borne by 
the Government. 
The objections to the plan are 
numerous and g;ave. One objection 
is that it discriminates unfairly be­ 
tween passengers, the long-hauJ rid­ 
ers in a given region paying no more 
than the short-haul riders, despite 
the fact that the cost of transporting 
them is much greater. The same dis­ 
crimination is present, of course, in 
the case of first class mail, but the 
two cases are not parallel. Most of the 
cost of handling mail is the cost of 
collection and delivery; increased 
distance adds very little to the total 
cost. In the case of passengers, how­ 
ever, who toad and unload fhem- 
selves, the cost of carriage varies 
roughly with the length of the jour­ 
ney. Moreover, the passenger mak ing 
a short journey crossing a regional 
line would have to pay twice as much 
as the passenger mak ing a long jour­ 
ney within a region. 
Another obiection is that the plan 
would impose upon the Government 
a heavy deficit, for the fares are in­ 
adequate to meet the costs Should 
the volume of travel greatly increase, 
as is quite lik ely, vast additional ex ­ 
penditures would be necessary, and 
the revenues would be insufficient to 
cover them. 
Moreover, there would tak e place 
an ex tensive relocation of industry,

Jerrie is a little girl of 12, very 
quick and bright in school and 
very well liked by all who know 
her well. 
She learned so quickly 
that she was promoted twice a 
term instead of once as the others 
were, and now she finds herself in 
high school, a little girl among 
much older children. 
The years do not m atter so 
» much. 
It is the experiences that 
the years have brought to these 
older children, and which have m a­ 
tured their minds, set their char­ 
acters, changed their tastes. They 
live in another world than that 
which Jerrie knows, and she can- 
* not enter there with any chance 
of success or happiness. You can­ 
not achieve m aturity by rapid pro­ 
motions. That comes by experi­ 
ences, the long slow growth that 
active participation in everyday 
living brings. 
The older boys and girls are 
kind to the “child,” but they do 
not invite her to go 
to 
their 
dances, to join their clubs, to 
share in their school lives apart 
from classroom work. 
In class
